Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment dated February 20, 
2009 in response to USPTO Office Action dated December 24, 2008. 

The amendment's to claims 1 and 10 and the merit of Applicant's remarks are 
sufficient to place the application in a condition for allowance as set forth in item 2 
hereinbelow. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Relative to claim 1, the major difference between the teachings of the referenced 
prior art (Pub. No. US 2005/0052438, Shiuan et al. and USP 6,828,975, Noyle) and that 
of the instant invention is that said referenced prior art does not teach a method 
comprising: displaying on a display of a display device a first graphic type indicative of 
a processor usage for each one of at least two processors in a multiprocessor system, the 
processor usage comprising processor assignment, processor availability, and clustering; 
and displaying on said display device a second graphic type indicative of an application 
assignment for each one of at least two application groups associated with each of said 
at least two processors. 

Regarding claim 10, the major difference between the teachings of the said 
referenced prior art and that of the instant invention is that said referenced prior art 
does not teach an apparatus comprising : a memory; a display device in electrical 
communication with a multiprocessor system having at least two processors, the display 
device having a display; computer-executable instructions stored in said memory and

operable to display on said display device a first graphic type indicative of a processor 
usage for each one of the at least two processors, the processor usage comprising 
processor assignment, processor availability, and clustering; and computer-executable 
instructions stored in said memory and operable to display on said display device a 
second graphic type indicative of an application assignment for each one of at least two 

application groups associated with each of said at least two processors. 

Regarding claim 19, the major difference between the teachings of the said 

referenced prior art and that of the instant invention is that said referenced prior art 
does not teach a computer-readable medium bearing computer readable instructions 
for carrying out the acts comprising: displaying on a display of a display device a first 
graphic indicative of a processor usage for each one of at least two processors in a 
multiprocessor system, the processor usage comprising processor assignment, processor 
availability, and clustering; and displaying on said display device a second graphic type 
indicative of an application assignment for each one of at least two application groups 
associated with each of said at least two processors.
